ASSASSIHATION OF PRESIDENT KENNEDY 




Mr. ILYA A. MAXlAl/TOV. 6911 East Mockingbird Lane, 
advised that be is employed as a geologist lor Sun Oil Co., 
Dallas, Texas, and teaches at SMD, Dallas, Texas. 

MAMANTOV stated he first heard of LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
and his wife MARINA in early 1962 at which tiae the OSWAIDo 
resided in Fort Worth, Texas. Be stated that since 1960, 
he, MAMANTOV, has taught a course In Russian at Socony Mobil 
Research Laboratory, Dallas, Texas, and shortly after Christ- 
•as, 1962, one of his students, NORMAN FREDRICKSEN, came to 
him, MAMANTOV, and told him of the OSWALDS and their efforts 
to meet other Russian speaking persons. Further, he learned 
that the OSWALDS attended a party of Russian speaking persons 
at an unknown residence in University Park, Texas, which was 
held in early 1963 at which place they set several Russian 
speaking persons including Mrs. MICHAEL PAINE, 2515 W. 8th 
Street, Irving, Texas, with whooi Mrs. OSWALD now resides. 

Mr. MAMANTOV stated that in early 1963 06WA1D lost his 
Job in Fort Worth, Texas (employment unknown) and OSWALD than 
cane to Dallas where he diligently sought employment ns n 
photographer. When he was unable to find employment as n 
photographer in Dallas, he went to Mew Orleans, Louisiana, 
this being in about May, 1963 a^d left his wife with Mrs. 
PAINE. MAMANTOV later heard that OSWALD found employment iJn 
New Orleans, presumably as a photographer but exact nature 
of employment being unknown. 

MAMANTOV stated that OSWALD'S wife Joined him in Hew 
Orleans in the siunmer of 1963 and in September, 1963, Mrs. 
PAINE wont on a vacation visiting unknown states in the Mast 
and on her return to Dallas visited the OSWALDS in New Orleans 
and brought her back to Dallas, this being in late September, 
^1963. 

MAMANTOV stated that he has known GEORGE DE MOroEN-^

DE MOHRENSCHI IDT is not working regularly and is not highly 
regarded as a geologist but some months ago received an . assign- 
ment from Look or National Geographic Magazine to do extensive 
photographic work for them in Brazil or some other South 
Anerican country. Ho pointed out that DE MOHRENSCHILDT does 
not work steadily; is not highly regarded as a geologist but 
seems to get along well financially and travels extensively. 



Mr. MAMANTOV stated that he has never met LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD and first met MARIKA OSWALD on 11/22/63 when ho, MAMANTOV, 
acted as translator during interview with MARINA in the Dallas 
Police Department. Mr. MAMANTOV has always been afraid to 
meet or be associated with the OSWALDS as he has been suspicious 
of them since he first learned about them and pointed out tbht 
he, MAMANTOV, is a relatively recent naturalized citizen 
(naturalized in 1955) and does not want to do anything that 
might put him in a bad light such as being associated with . 
persons of Questionable repute. 



Mr. MAMANTOV stated that based on the above information 
he has come to the conclusion that LEE HARVEY OSWAID must be 
an underground communist agent. He stated this conclusion 
has boon arrivod at by his knowledge that any citizen or person 
who goes to Russia can usually only leave after they have 
accepted definite assignments from the Russian Government. 
Further, MARINA OSWAID has reportedly frequently complained that 
while she and her husband were residing in Russia LEE B. OSWAID ^ 
hunted frequently and MAMANTOV stated it is well known that i

gather, LEE HARVEY OSWAID denounced his American citizenship 
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^*Vhlle in Russia, atte»pted to or did apply lor Russian 
oitleenship, and «arriad a Buaslan girl and was later able 
to leave Russia- with little or no difficulty. He pointed out 
that in the usual situation where the above circuastancas were 
present it would be extreaely difficult for an individual to 
depart Russia and especially take a Russian citizen with bin, 
even though he is aarried to the person. 




Mr. MARAirrov concluded that he is of the opinion that 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD is probably a subversive agent planted In^^ 
this country to create disturbances when so directed. MAkAHTOv 
opined that OSWALD'S actions on 11/22/63, assuaing that he did 
assassinate President KENNEDY, in all probability have inter- 
national implications and OSWALD may very well have acted under 
the direction of a foreign power in carrying out this action. 

In this regard Mr. MAMANTOV said he has never received any in- 
formation or statement attributed to OSWALD that would ia dlca te 
that OSWALD had any animosity or opposition to President KENNEDY 
as an Individual or as a president. 



MAMANTOV stated that OSWALD'S failure to express opposition 
to President KENNEDY should not be accepted as being of pe^in- 
ence because should ho have had an assignment in this regard it 
would be only logical that he would not discuss the matter with 
anyone or nay or do anything that might bring attenUon to Jiln 
assignment. 



Mr. MAMANTOV stated he has no direct Information indicat- 
ing that OSWALD is a communist but MARIKA OSWALD told Mrs. 
DOROTHY CRAVATIS that LEE E. OSWALD has Idealistic 
Yiews. After consulting with Mrs. CRAVATIS who is 111 at thin 
time.

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MAUAHTOV sa^d CKORGK BOUHE, a long tiaa raaldant of ^■ 
Dallas, Texas, is a retired accountant that liras at 4740 7 

Boner Street, Dallas, Texas. He said BOOHE is a bachelor 
vho trys to help persons vho are In need by glTing then nonay 
and/o’r collecting noney or clothes for such parsons. H e st ated 
that soon after the OSWALDS arrived in Dallas, Texas, BOOHB 
helped then by collecting clothes and other similar acts and 
since that tine has reportedly been in contact with then, 
probably in his philanthropic efforts. / 

MAlLAirroV stated that while Mr. and Mrs. OSWALD ware 
residing in Fort Worth they were in contact. With two families, 
(FKUs) CLARK and GREGORY, both of Fort Worth , Texas, who helped 
the OSWALDS financially during the period they resided in that 
city. He said Hr. BODHE can furnish the identities of Clark 
and GREGORY. He opined that their assistance to the OSWALDS 
was probably caused by the fact that CLARK 's wife and Mr. 

GREGORY were both born in Russia. He stated that CLARK is an 
attorney and GREGORY is an independent petroleum consultant 
and he believes GREGORY'S first name is either PETER or PAUL. 

Mr. MAMAFTOV stated that one FOIAHER SCHMIDT, a German 
who came to the United States about two years ago and is a 
geologist employed by Socony Mobil Company can probably furnish 
information regarding GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHIIDT as they are 
apparently close acquaintances. . - - . ' 

He explained that SCHMIDT told him, MAMAHTOV that he . . 
had met DE MOHRENSCHIIDT who seemed to be an extremely nice ^ 
individual this being sometime in 1962. Later MAMAHTOV warmed . 
SCHMIDT about associating with DE MOHRENSCHIIDT knowing that 
8BHMIDT would want to apply for his citisenship and did mot i.,- . 

feel that his association with DE MOHRENSCHIIDT would be an 
asset at the time of making such application. A couple of ^ 
days later DE MOHRENSCHIIDT called MAMAHTOV and says "A good 
friend of mine told me that you said 1 was a communist, if 
I hear of any more statements of this nature, I will come 
and beat hell out of you." Mr. MAMAHTOV said he had not told 
* SCHMIDT that DE MOHRENSCHIIDT was a communist but had warned^^ .. 
I him that DE MOHRENSCHI IDT was a person who SCHMIDT might moV v 
i. want to bo associated with and said that DE MOHRENSCHIIDT ysa^. ^j 
mot highly regarded as a geologist. Ho stated that 1 ^ m^t.";^^ ^ 
might be accused of inferring that DE MOHRENSCHIIDT mif^t^- .j, 
'be other than a patriotic American citiaan. 
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He stated that MARINA 06WA12) stayed with TBOFIL MBLLlR, - 
S930) lAVista Stfeet, Dallas, Texas, during an imrecallad - tj^ V - 
period while In Dallas, Texas. " 

'nr. MAMAHTOV said the woshinins can in all probability - 
furnish the name and address of the persons where the party 
was held in Highland Park, Texas, at which time the OSWALDS 
met numerous Russian speaking people as stated abowe.
